We hope the information will be helpful to 
you as you prepare to come to Hollins. 
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BEFORE YOU ARRIVE 


During the summer you will continue to re¬ 
ceive scads of mail from Hollins - - - read it 
carefully! Those first few days on campus in 
September will be much less hectic if you have 
some idea of what to expect and what is expected 
of you. You may find the catalogue somewhat baf¬ 
fling when you start reading it, but a little 
time spent with it before you arrive will help 
you to get a feel of the scope of courses and 
other opportunities available to you here at 
Hollins. In addition, The Freshman Year (a book¬ 
let you will receive during the summer) will help 
you get an idea of the courses you may be taking. 

Early in the summer you will hear from your 
upperclass "group leader". She will be "on call" 
throughout the summer via mail to answer questions 
you may have. When you arrive in September, she 
will be here to greet you and the other four or 
five girls in your group. She will be an imme¬ 
diate and invaluable source of help during those 
first few busy days. 
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YOUR ARRIVAL 


However you arrive - by plane, train, or car 
- someone will be at the station or on campus to 
greet you. Soon after you arrive you*11 meet your 
roommate and be shown your room so that you may 
begin unpacking immediately.

Your first days here will be devoted largely 
to becoming familiar with the campus, meeting 
your faculty adviser and, of course, meeting new 
people and making new friends. Y/>u will meet the 
President and his wife at their deception for the 
freshmen. There will be varioi/s opportunities to 
acquiant yourself further with' the courses and 
study programs offered by ea/h department. Then 
for the most part, it will r be up to you and your 
adviser to select your specific course of study 
for the year. /

by doing your work first and tkfen taking it easy 
if you have time. /\Advance tipy: Budget your 
t* me ') Don't cranr for those wr^ttens (tests) but 
review constantly as you go alone in each course. 
Learn to take accurate notes for\much of what you 
learn will com/ from class lectures. Some classes 
are small and/take the form of di/cussions, while 
others are l/rge lecture meetings A However, your 
greatest ai/ in your studies will Undoubtedly be 
the LibrarV, which has an invaluablt collection 
of reference materials, per iodical s A microfilm 
equipment and recordings. Study facilities, which 
include desks, typing rooms and special smoking 
areas arfc modern, convenient and comfortable. 

When spring comes our way, the Library terrace is 
the most popular of all for studying. 
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STUDENT ROOMS 


You will probably have many ideas as to wh4re 
you will live on campus. You need not worry./ 
There is a place fCr you in one of our residence 
halls. You are no doubt wondering what yoyt room 
will contain and whatv you will have to bring. 
Frankly, it will look rather bare when you arrive. 
It will have your bed (freshly made for you), 
desks, desk chairs, closet space (nevfr enough, 
of course) a mirror, and drawer spa^e. 

It will seem a bit "unKome like" when you 
first see it but don't worryV /- it's fun to dec¬ 
orate your room to suit you add your roommate(s). 

A word of caution about thigthpugh. You had 
better wait until you arrpve ana^ know your room 
assignment before getting curtains, spreads and 
other accessories. Residence hairs are different 
and some rooms within /a hall are different from 
others. We might add here that if you are aes¬ 
thetically inclined^ you'll be happy\to learn 
that the Art Department rents good reproductions 
of paintings to students at the beginning of the 
year. \ 

Each resident will be provided a ro6m key 
for 50C deposit. This deposit is refunded when 
the key is Returned at the end of the session. 
Remember, this key is issued for your protection , 
thus, its use is your responsibility. It go&$ 
without saying that a student should not be in 
someone else's room unless invited by the occu¬ 
pant. With a little cooperation, there can be a 
great deal of "privacy" even in a residence hall. 
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The ^cleanliness of your room is your person¬ 
al responsibility. Brooms, dust mops, and dust 
pans will ke available in your residence hSll. 
Once a week you may obtain clean sheets and a 
pillowcase from the College Linen Service in ex¬ 
change for your soiled linen. 

If you want\o "put something"/6n the wall, 
hang it from the molding. Charges/will be made 
to you for damages trom use of ta£ks, any adhe¬ 
sive type material, Vubber cemeox, or anything 
else which damages walls, woodwork, doors or 
other finished surfaces. Irons, percolators, hot 
ates and sunlamps mayvnot/be used in student 
rooms. 


The College accept^ Ap responsibility for 
your personal property/ nor does it assume respon¬ 
sibility in case of f/re or theft. If you desire 
this kind of protect/on, you should make arrange¬ 
ments for insurance/ \

By the way, living with a roommate is a 
simple matter of consideration. Roommates are 
very much a part - - a pleasant part - - of col¬ 
lege life. By the end of the year, you and your 
roommate will probably have shared everything 
from trauma to bliss - - much more than just the 
same room.

Hollins is a rather informal campus. We do 
have standards of proper dress but there is no 
need to purchase an entirely new "college ward¬ 
robe" before you come.

Your trunks will be de¬ 
livered to your rooifi by college personnel. 

TELEPHONE c/lls will become a part Y>f your 
daily life. Phones are located on each JSloor 
for incoming 9 &lls, and you may place long dis¬ 
tance calls oh the pay phones which are provided 
in each residence. You may be reached between 
the hours of 7:30 a.m. and 11:30 p.m. daily by 
calling ttye Hollins College main exchange, 
366-7631 (area code 703). To receive off-campus 
emergency cal1s only between 11:30 p.m. and 7:30 
a.m., the Security Officer on duty will relay 
calls to you. You should give this information 
to your parents before you forget it! 

LOUNGES are a part of each residence hail 
and are there for your use. Each lounge has a 
variety of uses around the clock - - from fun to

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study. In all public lounges that are open to 
male guests,\you are expected to be appropriately 
dressed and gloomed prior to closing hours. 


LAUNDRY facilities (self-service coin oper¬ 
ated) are provided at the College Laundromat 
(just in back of West Hall). (By bhe way, this 
is the building where you will exchange soiled 
linens for clean linens.) Also,/clothes for "the 
cleaners" can be left in this ^uilding to be 
picked up and returned by an established local 
cleaner. / 

TELEVISION has its pl/ce on a college campus 
too. In most residence h/lls, the television rooms 
are for "girls only". If that is the case in your 
residence hall, you can/relax in pajamas and robe 
to watch your favorite/educational or recreational 
program. j 

LUGGAGE ROOMS ^re available to store trunks 
and suitcases. AfLfer you unpack, your luggage 
should be stored so it will \ot clutter your room 
or the corridor. /Be sure all\ items stored have 
complete and accurate ident if location on them. 

KITCHENETTgS are provided sto students may 
prepare smallSnacks, especially \t night. These 
areas must be kept clean at al1 tifces ; otherwise 
the Student Dorm Council may decide\to close them. 

BULLETIN BOARDS are provided in each hall on 
which important and official announcements and 
informat ion/are posted. The Bulletin Board in the 
Post Office/ area is an important board to check 
daily for Such things as the Daily Announcement 
Sheet. Get in the habit early of checking key 
bulletin boards because each student is responsi¬ 
ble for knowing any information posted.

Our biggest off-campus academic program is 
Hollins Abroad sin which approximately 50 members 
of the Sophomore\ class leave the United States 
for Paris at the beginning of the Final Term 
(February) to study at the Sorbonne. They tour 
Europe during the summer months, complete a sec¬ 
ond semester at the Slorbonne in the fall and then 
return to Hollins in February of the following 
year. v 

Opportunities for Stimulating academic acti¬ 
vities are abundant hereV Students studying in 
the physical sciences offten exchange papers and 
discuss the results of original research and ex¬ 
periments with students ai\d teacher^ from other 
colleges. Additionally, sbme science students 
share with their professor^ in wo^k done through 
National Science Foundat iori grar>t s. 

Field trips by the drar^a and dance groups, 
exhibitions, and visiting artists and films enrich 
participation in the fine arts for Hollins stu¬ 
dents. Roanoke has its oyfi I^ine Arts Center which 
presents a full schedule/of events, plus a festi¬ 
val each spring. Occasionally, students have 
their own literary worjt published, paintings and 
drawings exhibited anfl musical \compositions per¬ 
formed. They also participate ^n recitals and 
concerts on and ofy campus. \ 

Nearly every evening finds a visiting lec¬ 
turer or schola/ on campus ready to discuss any¬ 
thing from quantum mechanics to medieval architec¬ 
ture. Clergymen and theologians from all over the 
nation, representing all religions, take part in 
Sunday evening Chapel services.

Another very significant privilege granted 
to us here at Hollins is a high degree of self- 
government through the Student Government Asso¬ 
ciation. And because so much of what goes on 
^ ere is carried out by us, student support and 
cooperation are absolutely essential. We elect 
a H of our representatives to student governing 
° r ganizations, and your own class will elect its 
°fficers as soon as you com^ to know one another. 

We at Hollins are pr'oud of the fact that the 
basis of student life here is honor and trust. 
Under the Honor System (violations of lying, 
cheating, and stealing) and the Community Trust 
System (social violations) each student accepts 
the responsibility to abide by these two systems, 
by signing the pledge when you arrive on campus, 
you will accept /your responsibilities of honor 
and trust as a/student of Hollins College. 

Each student is required to pay a Student 
Government Activity Fee (approximately $30,00 
per year) at the beginning of each school year. 
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ROOM ASSIGNMENT 



Selection of r<?oms by upperclass students 
is done in April - - - seniors have first choice, 
juniors second choice,\^nd sophomores third 
choice. Room assignments, are made for the aca¬ 
demic year and changes are\made only under ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances. Requests for change 
by any student should be discussed with the Head 
Resident. Changes are not permitted before the 
end of the first five weeks of t^e school year. 

Freshmen and transfer student^ are assigned 
to rooms late in the summer and ard notified of 
their ass ments UPON THEIR ARRIVAL AT COLLEGE. 
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HEALTH SERVICE 


The Infirmary is the first building you 
see as you drive into the Hollins campus. 
Nurses are on duty twenty-four hours a day 
and the College Physician is available at 
certain hours during the day. Hours will be 
posted in your residence haH listing the 
regular clinic hours. 

If you become ill after 8^0 p.m. , you 
or a friend should^contact the Head Resident 
at once . She wiLf make necessary Calls and 
arrangements to get you to the Infirmary.

The College Psychiatrist is on campus 
for appointments one day a week. Her office 
is located in one wing of the Chapel and an 
appointment can be made anytime during the 
week at this office.
